REMARKS 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed February 6, 2007. Claims 1- 
8, 13-27, 32-39, 41, and 43 were pending in the application. Applicants thank the Examiner for 
indicating that claims 1-8, 13-18, 20-27, 32-39, 41, and 43 have been allowed. In this response, 
claim 19 has been amended without adding any new matter. No claims have been added or 
cancelled.

Rejection Under 35 US.C § 101 

The Examiner rejected claim 19 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. In particular, the Examiner states that the claim recites functionally descriptive 
material, where the "Functional descriptive material must be embodied on a computer readable 
medium to impart its functionality" (Office Action^ mailed February 6, 2007, page 2, emphasis in 
original). Applicants have amended claim 19 to recite "An article of manufacture having a 
computer readable storage medium In light of the amendment. Applicants submit that claim 
19 is directed to statutory subject matter. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw the rejection of claim 19 
under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as lacking patentable utility.
